General Harrison’s wealth is variously
estimated, public opinion rating it as
high as a million dollars. Those
who are best informed about the ex-
President’s affairs say he is worth about
$250,000 or $300,000. At the time he
was elected President he was reputed
to have accumulated a fortune of $125,
000 from his law practice, and this has.
been doubled at least since that time.
His fee in the Venezuelan boundary dis-
pute, in which he represented the South
American republic, was $100,000.
